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300 SCOTTISH FIRMS SHOW THEIR PRODUCTS 
AT THE GLASGOW EXHIBITION

HE Scottish Industries Exhibition, at the Kelvin Hall in Glas- 
gow, was opened by H.M. Queen Elizabeth the Queen Mother 
on Thursday of last week, and will continue until September 18. 
About a hundred different industries are represented by from one 
to six firms each, and the 300 exhibitors’ stands are disposed in 
such a way that products of the same kind are not seen alongside one 
another. This arrangement succeeds in the declared aim of making 
the exhibition lively and attractive to the general public ; but I 
found that buyers and exhibitors were not unanimous in approving 
the sacrifice of the coherency of sections normally associated with a 
trade show. The visitor has to be prepared rapidly to adjust his 
interest from one class of product to another, and frequently to 
consult his catalogue if he wants to compare prices and qualities of 
competitive goods. 
Publicity Campaign 
A publicity campaign for the exhibition began last autumn when 
half a million illustrated brochures were sent to likely visitors 
throughout the world, and a delegation headed by Lord Bilsland 
later made a tour of North America to “ sell” the show. It has 
also included a spirited campaign to — all those entitled to do 
so to wear their proper tartan for the duration of the exhibition ; 
and more than 45.000 trade buyers’ cards have been distributed. 
Nearly 20,000 people attended the exhibition on its opening day. 
Overseas interest is being stimulated by “ national days,” when 
attention is being focused on trade with one or more particular 
countries. On these occasions the visitors include Ambassadors, 
High Commissioners, consular and other representatives of the 


countries concerned, who are excellently placed to deal with 
exhibitors’ export trade problems. 


Impressive Decor 


The decor is impressive, with a row of 40-ft. flagpoles outside 
the hall floodlit at night, an entrance draped with tartans specially 
woven for the occasion, and in the centre of the hall a mobile con- 
sisting of a series of symbols depicting the various aspects of Scottish 
industry. The trade stands line four main avenues, their frontage 
totalling a mile and a half in length, and there is an arena capable of 
seating nearly 3,000 people for entertainments and displays. 

The fashion shows which are being given three times every day 
in the arena are, by common consent, the biggest and most elaborate 
of their kind ever presented in Scotland. Indigenous knitwear 
and shoemaking firms are participating, and clothes shown by the 
London Model House Group and others feature tweeds, woollens, 
silks and satins made in Scotland besides furs made from Scottish 
skins. 

Engineering Skill 

Although the exhibition convincingly demonstrates that Scotland 
can and does produce very nearly everything worth manufacturing, 
it remains as true as might have been expected that the emphasis is 
on the skill of her engineers, and about half the displays are of those 
engaged in the engineering industry or in close association with it. 
The firm that made parts for James Watt’s first working steam engine 
and munitions for Wellington at Waterloo are showing domestic 
cookers as well as machine tools, haulage gears and winches. Other 
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leading ironfounders also concentrate on domestic appliances, with, 
in some cases, impressive castings to show the work they do for 
other sections of the engineering industry. 


Equipment for Ships 


Ships’ equipment is naturally prominent. A Glasgow firm demon- 
strate various kinds of evaporating and distilling units, air compressors 
and valves ; and a pump manufacturer has a lively display of centri- 
fugal, rotary and other pumps. Boilers for use in ships, power 
stations and factories are shown by the Renfrew firm whose works 
are the largest of their kind in Europe. There is a full-sized coal 
pulverizer, and models of coal-handling equipment. Marine engines 
for big and small ships are shown, and much attention is attracted to 
a 24-ft. aluminium alloy ship’s lifeboat. Refrigeration equipment on 
display includes that designed for industrial and commercial purposes 
as well as for use at sea. Other marine products shown at the exhi- 
bition include boiler mountings, control gear, derricks, direction 
finders, foghorns, galleys, masts, propellers, rudders and sirens. 

It is claimed that 40 per cent. of Great Britain’s exports of office 
equipment now come from Scotland, and it is interesting to note the 
contribution made by three firms of American origin that have estab- 
lished factories north of the border since the war. One of them con- 
trasts its latest portable, noiseless and electric typewriters with its 
original machine of 1873—a model still typing effectively as is proved 
by samples of its work being distributed as an exhibition souvenir. 
Another has accounting, adding, calculating and cash registering 
machines in action, and a third is showing a range of machines with 
similar capabilities. A typewriter firm associated with an Italian 
company is showing the product of its Scottish factory, and a Glasgow 
manufacturer displays the steel office furniture to which his former 
aircraft factory successfully turned its skilled hand at the end of 
the war. Other office equipment on view includes internal telephone 
communications and a range of loose-leaf books, files and binders. 

Electrical engineering, light and heavy, is well represented. A model 
of one of the Scottish hydro-electric stations illustrates the work of an 
Edinburgh company in providing the combined generator and turbine 
units. There is a demonstration of the way in which tungsten and 
discharge lamps are made in a Lanarkshire factory, and the same 
exhibitor shows the dry shaver which claims to have the world’s 
largest sale. Another electrical firm, second largest employer in 
Edinburgh, is showing transformers, chokes, aircraft instruments 
and gun sights. Two firms show switchgear, and meters and control 
equipment are featured by others. Portable electric tools are among 
the range of equipment, which includes also pneumatic tools and air 
compressors, being shown by the most northerly large engineering 
undertaking in the British Isles—situated in the north-east corner of 
Aberdeenshire. Cables are shown in wide variety. There is a movie 
camera with a new system of sound recording to facilitate dubbing 
films inexpensively in other languages. 


Locomotives and Jet Engines 


Outstanding in the Engineering Hall is an actual example of the 
smallest and most powerful diesel locomotive of its type in the world, 
shown by a famous Glasgow locomotive manufacturer who also exhi- 
bits models of the latest steam, diesel, hydraulic and electric loco- 
motives and some steelworking machinery. A popular exhibit is of 
giant piston and jet engines for aircraft. A 22-ton earthmoving truck 
is one of the most massive things in the show, and dominates the stand 
of a firm newly come to Scotland but already compelled to make 
sizeable extensions to their works. An ingenious box-handling unit 
is shown working as an example of mechanical handling equipment 
made by a Scottish engineering firm, and another exhibitor shows a 
small tractor especially designed for crofting areas. The largest 
hydraulic engineers in the Commonwealth exhibit a range of equip- 
ment for measuring and controlling the flow of water and other fluids, 
and an Edinburgh firm shows mixers for the foodstuffs and fine chemi- 
cals industries. Other engineering products shown range from fine 
wire mesh to sugar mill machinery. 

Scottish textiles, though seen at their best under the arc lights in the 
fashion displays, also make a brave show in the exhibition proper. A 
composite stand of the National Association of Scottish Woollen 
Manufacturers features tweeds in great variety and never lacks an 
admiring audience Nor does the demonstration of hand-loom 
weaving at the Harris tweed stand, typical of the work of some 2,000 
crofter weavers in the Western Isles whose products are universally in 
demand. There are frequent mannequin shows of cashmere sweaters,

pullovers and other sports wear at the stand of a Peebles manufacturer. 
Visitors are reminded that Scotland also produces cottons ; one firm 
concentrates its display on household goods, and another shows shirt- 
ings and printed cambrics. Other exhibitors in the textiles and cloth- 
ing field are showing Highland dress, children’s frocks, headsquares, 
industrial overalls, scarves, shirts, ties and waterproof coats. ‘Tartan 
designs predominate, and a defiant blaze of colour contrasts with the 
soft pastel tones of the northern landscape. The new synthetic fibre, 
“* Ardil,” is shown blended with cotton, rayon, silk and nylon. 


A Rug for the Queen Mother 


About half the British carpet manufacturing industry is said to be 
concentrated in Scotland, and it is not surprising to find half a dozen 
carpet firms showing their wares, which besides the familiar Axminsters 
and Wiltons include printed tapestry and jute carpets, carpets of 
rayon and at ene aft d hair, and velvet squares, The first order 
placed at the exhibition was that of the Queen Mother for a tartan 
rug. The jute industry has a prestige display to show the many uses 
of jute—not only for sacks and bags, but for rope, twine and cord, 
stiffenings for clothes, and the manufacture of linoleum. Three of 
the world’s most famous linoleum firms are showing, their displays 
concerned not simply with floor covering in all its patterns and colours, 
but also its new use as a flexible wall decoration, and examples of cork 
carpets and felt base. 


An aircraft company shows as well as its more normal products 
some examples of permanent aluminium houses produced for local 
authorities in Scotland and elsewhere. There are several displays of 
joinery, metal window frames and builders’ sundries, as well as domes- 
tic equipment of all kinds. Of a new air pressure whisk it is claimed 
that mixing time for certain cakes is reduced from 20 to 34 minutes. 
Outstanding among the furniture exhibits are some fine examples of 
modern wood carving, and visitors can see a craftsman at his work. 


Food and drink exhibits range from the familiar to the bizarre. 
There is a variety of sweets, cakes, shortbreads, jams and marmalades, 
and whisky holds an unchallenged place. An Edinburgh firm of 
manufacturing chemists, specializing in essences for the food industry, 
also presents a ‘‘ meat tenderizer’”’ in which the active ingredient is 
obtained from the juice of the paw-paw fruit. The natives of the 
West Indies, they say, have for centuries softened tough meat by 
keeping it wrapped overnight in the leaves of this plant. Another 
firm is sending haggis in tins to buyers throughout the world ; they 
also have an important business in bacon and hams, with 700 pigs 
being processed in the factory every week. Visitors are invited to 
sample a smooth and warming drink from the Highlands called Atholl 
Brose and made from oatmeal, honey, cream and whisky ; early 


overseas inquiries included those from the United States, Canada and 
Australia. 


Industrial alcohols, solvents, plasticizers and plastics raw materials 
are shown, as well as pharmaceuticals like aspirin, eye lotions and insect 
repellents. ‘There are by-products of the petroleum refinery at 
Grangemouth, and the chemicals of the shale industry. Other firms 
show adhesives, cleaning compounds, degreasing powders, rust 
removers, lubricants and paints. 


The Scottish Council, who have promoted the exhibition, say that 
applications for space far exceeded the accommodation of the Kelvin 
Hall, and the officials concerned with the reception of buyers are 
making energetic efforts to ensure that visitors who do not see what 
they want at the exhibition are afforded facilities to make cirect con- 
tact with the manufacturers whose products interest them. Volunteer 
helpers from among top executives of Scottish industry are present to 
receive visitors from abroad at the Club, and questions on a great 
variety of subjects—including the export services of the Board of 
Trade and the Export Credits Guarantee Department—are being 
answered at well-staffed inquiry stands at the entrance. 


Things to Come 


As a complement to the main exhibition, the Kelvingrove Museum 
and the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research have 
organized across the road a display of industrial and scientific research 
equipment which is calculated to indicate the developments that might 
be expected when the next Scottish Industries Exhibition is held. 


Few of the hundred or more exhibits have been publicly shown 
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before ; and the Production Engineering Research Association’s 60-ft. 
trailer unit is being seen outside London for the first time. After the 
fortnight’s run of the Exhibition, the P.E.R.A. Unit will make a tour 
of several weeks in Scotland before visiting firms south of the border. 


Among the exhibits is a camera capable of taking pictures at the 
rate of a million a second. Actually it is a transparent model, so that 
visitors can see how the fantastic rate of taking pictures is achieved. 
Also being shown in connection with this camera is the “‘ unscrambler”’ 
which enables the photos to be seen in their proper perspective. 
An actual camera is shortly to be shown in America, where great 
interest has been aroused in scientific circles. 


Another outstanding exhibit, the closed circuit television apparatus, 
is displayed alongside a specially constructed cathode ray tube so 
made that the path of the beam can be seen within the tube, and its 
deflection controlled by a rheostat whose settings may be altered by 
the public visiting the exhibition. The public are thus able to see 
themselves viewing themselves. 


In the electronics section, also, is a small unit to demonstrate the 
principles of heating by “‘ radio-frequency ” currents. The object to 
be heated, in this case a small container of water, is placed inside the 
single secondary coil of an R.F. transformer of special design—and 
the water is brought to the boil in a matter of seconds. 


Elsewhere may be seen an example of how a technique originally 
developed for one purpose may be adapted to something quite different. 
For a number of years now, the “ blooming ’’ of lenses to increase 
their light transmitting properties has been practised. This technique 
has now been extended to the use of a very thin (one-millionth of a 
centimetre) film of gold deposited on a suitable glass sheet for use in 
aircraft windows. The gold film is electrically conducting, and can 
thus be used to warm the glass and prevent misting or icing on its 
surface. Visitors prove this for themselves by pressing a button and 
seeing an electric light go on, although it has no wires whatever 
connecting it with the switch. 


Scottish research is by no means ignored, and exhibits illustrating 
the research activities of three organizations based on Scotland are 
seen. The Scottish Peat Committee is working on methods of making 
available the power potential of peat bogs, and a similar exhibit is 
put on by the Institute of Seaweed Research, which has now completed 
a survey of Scottish resources. The British Jute Trade Research 
Association is represented by an exhibit showing various aspects of its 
work, and indicating how it serves the jute industry as a whole, in 
which it may be taken as typical of all industrial research associations. 


Although it is being staged with the aim of drawing the attention of 
industry to the possibilities of scientific research to-day, the organizers 
have kept constantly in mind the necessity of interesting the general 
public, whose scientific knowledge is small or non-existent. For that 
reason the exhibition is anything but static: exhibits light up, move, 
or go off with loud reports.

‘““TNDUSTRIAL ENGINEERING ” is the last of the productivity 
reports by British teams of investigators who visited the United 
States. The report—which is unanimous—was published this 

week by the British Productivity Council from their offices at 21 

Tothill Street, London, S.W.1, where copies of the report may be 

obtained, price 5s. 

The Industrial Engineering Team toured the United States last 
year with a mandate “to investigate the dynamic and aggressive 
American approach to improvement of methods of manufacture and 
to continuous reduction of operating costs’. In particular they were 
concerned to discover why managerial techniques well known in 
Britain were applied more effectively in the United States, and what 
was tke source of the American drive to cut out waste. They 
decided that there were three factors of over-riding importance :— 


(i) The sharp and urgent competitiveness of the United States 
economy ; 

(ii) The ever-present cost-ccasciousness of all ranks in industry 

and commerce, and the rapid marshalling of cost figures ; and 

(iii) The concerted application of modern managerial techniques 

by the industrial engineer—‘“‘ the architect of productivity.” 


Stimulus of Competition 


Members of the team asked themselves what, in the social and 
industrial background of the United States, helps to explain its 
industry’s high productiveness. ‘They differentiate between transfer- 
able and non-transferable characteristics. Among those which could 
be transferred to Britain with advantage, the acute competitiveness 
pervading the United States is most marked. “ It is our opinion 
that, more than any other factor, competition provides the drive for 
the more frequent analysis of costs and the application of industrial 
engineering techniques in the United States, and the constant effort 
to achieve the most economic usage of men, materials, machines and 
money,”’ the report says. 

The report defines industrial engineering as “‘ The application of 
basic scientific and engineering knowledge and certain analytical 
techniques to the methods of operating an organization in industry 
and other appropriate fields.” "The industrial engineer is differentiated 
from the production engineer since the latter is a specialist in his own 
field, whereas the industrial engineer is ‘‘ concerned with so many 
technologies that he cannot expect to know them all. His job is to 
bring together the scientists, technologists and others in order to 
promote productive efficiency. The industrial engineer, as we 
envisage him, is thus a senior staff man who has had basic scientific 
or engineering training plus training in certain other subjects, and 
has been through the mill in various jobs as a technician, a supervisor 
or junior line manager.” 

The team realise the confusion that can be caused by the use of 
terms that are defined in various ways by different people, and they 
recommend the British Standards Institution to “ set up a committee 
to cover the terminology of the whole field of industrial engineering.” 


The Techniques Involved 


The main body of the report is a series of chapters on the techniques 
and functions which either come within the scope of industrial 
engineering or closely affect its practice, followed by other chapters 
on human factors with which the industrial engineer is vitally 
concerned. 

In discussing preparatory planning, the team remark that ‘‘ thanks 
to [it] the American manufacturer is often able to take what appear 
to be serious risks.” What impressed the tearn most was the extremely 
full and detailed discussion given to any project at the planning stage 
by round-table conferences. 

The influence of costing and financial control is fundamental in the 
American conception of industrial engineering. “The dynamic 
approach of American firms to improvement of methods results largely 
from the continual co-operation of those responsible for analysis of 
costs with industrial engineers . . . The drive of competition has 


meant that detailed costing information is required to cast a searchlight 
on all forms of waste.’’ 
so given. 


The industrial engineer acts on the warnings 
The team, like others, call attention to the prompt issue of 
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cost and performance figures and recommend their fuller use. 
Fascinated by the prospects of high-speed electronic computing 
equipment, the team urge consideration of its best use, and describe 
it in an appendix to the report. 

Discussing tools and fixtures, and design, standardization and quality 
control, the report stresses the close attention given to the demands 
of production when designs are worked out. ‘“‘ One plant visited has 
tool engineers from the industrial engineer’s department present the 
whole time a new design is being worked out . . . The design is only 
made once on the drawing board, but the product is made many times 
with machines and labour.” 

On production control and layout, materials, handling and 
packing, the report says: ‘‘ Most factories seen in the United States 
were built on functional lines to suit their production,” and it 
emphasizes the time given to planning layout. ‘‘ Good materials 
handling is not merely a question of suitable equipment ; it is a 
matter of the analytical approach to handling problems.” The 
importance of preventive maintenance, too, is underlined. 


Work Study 


Among the “ analytical techniques”’ referred to in the team’s 
definition of industrial engineering is what is known as “‘ work study ” 
in Britain and “ methods engineering ’’ or “‘ work simplification ”’ in 
the United States. Nothing novel was found in the United States 
but the team was impressed by the universal application of time 
study. Particular attention is drawn to the special advantages of 
predetermined motion-time systems in planning, and their general 
value is discussed. 

The space given to human factors emphasizes their importance in 
this field. The industrial engineer is immediately and continually 
concerned with morale, incentives and human relations. ‘The team 
report on various types of incentives encountered, and three chapters 
discuss relations between managements and workers, and suggestion 
schemes. 

The team go on to examine methods adopted in the United States 
to ensure that managerial leadership is of high quality—particularly 
the annual merit-rating of staff and periodical appraisal of the progress 
of executives. The report recommends greater responsibility and 
authority for foremen and the adoption of the American practice of 
managerial co-ordination by means of frequent informal committees. 
“* All industrial engineering techniques should be grouped under one 
executive,” it is suggested. 

Education of the industrial engineer is given special consideration 
in one chapter. Five American methods of entry into industrial 
engineering are distinguished and illustrated by a chart. Time 
schedules of industrial engineering and allied courses in fourteen 
American colleges are compared. There has been an increase in the 
last few years in the numbers taking post-graduate courses in industrial 
engineering and it seems likely that courses will be lengthened. ‘The 
team recommend expansion of the educational facilities offered in 
industrial engineering in Britain. A supplementary report on 
education is addressed specifically to teachers and educationists. 

The team describe the main management societies and professional 
institutions whose work is related to industrial engineering ; a 
directory of United States organizations is also provided in an appendix. 
The team were impressed by the common use of the “ seminar,” a 
study-group technique, “‘ where some 15 to 20 persons meet under the 
guidance of a discussion leader to exchange experience on a particular 
topic.” ‘The report recommends that “ research or trade associations 
should make an independent advisory service available at low cost to 
small and medium-sized firms in their own industries’ and that 


‘closer contact between industry and the technical and industrial 
Press should be encouraged by means of conferences.” 

Visits were made to a number of very diverse industries, including 
chemicals, textiles, food products, leather, etc., as well as to two large 
retail distributive organizations and the United States Army 


Ordnance Depot. Industrial engineering is equally applicable to all 
industry, to the ancillary services, to retail distribution, and to the 
fighting forces. Industrial engineers are active in all these fields in 
the United States. 

The report is illustrated with some cheerful drawings by Mr. 
Nicolas Bentley. 
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Gold and Dollar and E.P.U. 
Position in August 


(THE gold and dollar reserves fell by $95 million during the month 
and stood at $2,918 million on August 31. 


During the month $112 million were repaid to the International 
Monetary Fund. This represented the remainder of the sum of 
$300 million made available by the I.M.F. in dollars to the United 
Kingdom in 1947 and 1948, about which an announcement was 
made on August 19, 1954. Defence aid from the United States 
amounts to $11 million and $11 million nett was received in gold 
or dollars from the European Payments Union (a receipt of $13 
million in respect of July and a payment of $2 million in bilateral 
settlements with the creditors of the Union). 


Provisional E.P.U. Result 


On the provisional figures for the month, the United Kingdom 
had a deficit of £8 million with the European Payments Union, 
which will fall to be settled in September, as to 50 per cent. in gold 
or dollars and as to 50 per cent. by receipt of credit from the Union. 


Monopolies Commission Inquir 
on Sand and Gravel in Scotland 


N ACCORDANCE with the provisions of the Monopolies and 
Restrictive Practices Commission Act, 1953, the Chairman of the 
Commission has appointed the following group to continue the 
investigation and to report on the reference concerning the supply 
of sand and gravel in Central Scotland :—

The original Monopolies and Restrictive Practices (Inquiry and 
Control) Act of 1948 was amended last year.

New Designs for Street Lighting 


ORE than 2,000 local authorities all over Britain are to be sent 

a list of approved designs for street-lighting columns by the 
Council of Industrial Design, together with a copy of the September 
issue of their magazine Design containing a fully illustrated article 
on street furniture. 

There are now some 300 new designs on the Approved List. The 
manufacturers have agreed to withdraw progressively from production 
columns originally passed by the Commissions which are now not 
acceptable. 

The Council's efforts, with the willing co-operation of the manu- 
facturers, have led to a marked improvement in the standard of 
design of lighting columns for ‘ Class A” and “‘B” roads. There 
is now available a wide range of slim and unobtrusive columns. 

The Council are not exclusively concerned with lamp-posts, but 
hope to extend their influence to other types of street furniture— 
seats, bus-shelters, litter-bins, pedestrian refuges, etc. 
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July Was Another Record Month 


for Tourists to Britain 


guLy this year was another month bringing more overseas visitors 
to Britain than it has ever brought before. The British Travel and 
Holidays Association announce that 170,500 tourists arrived during 
the month, almost 20,000 or 13 per cent. more than in July 1953, which 
broke the record to that time. 


Of these visitors, 37,500 came from the United States, 17 per cent. 
more than last July, when the figure was 32,000. Every nearer 
European country except Denmark sent over more tourists than in the 
corresponding month of 1953, and the general increase in European 
tourists was likewise 17 per cent. (106,000 against 91,000). Most 
came from France, Germany, and Holland, while the biggest increase, 
41 per cent., was shown by Portuguese visitors. 


The number of tourists this year so far has well passed the half- 
million, which figure at the end of July 1953 had just been reached. 
Of 536,000 visitors in the seven months, about 125,000 each came from 
the British Commonwealth and the United States, with 264,000 from 
Europe. In most of these groups of figures the increase since 1953 
is 7 or 8 per cent., and it is clear that the upward trend has continued.

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Personal Export Scheme 





HE TOTAL value of sales to visitors under the Personal Export 

Scheme in the second quarter of 1954 (£907,000) was 7 per cent. 

lower than in the corresponding period of 1953, but purchases 
by American visitors (£250,000) and Canadians (£51 ,000) were 
both higher than a year ago, showing increases of 5 per cent. and 
16 per cent. respectively. The increases in expenditure by visitors 
from these areas is thought to be due mainly to the cessation at the 
end of last year of the Purchase Tax Coupon Scheme, although 
coupons issued and not used by that time were valid until the end of 
June this year. The result was increased use by dollar area visitors 
of the Personal Export Scheme which is the only alternative method 
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of obtaining purchase tax relief. 

Expenditure by visitors from the Rest of the Western Hemisphere 
(£90,000) was 21 per cent. lower than a year ago, while visitors from 
the O.E.E.C. countries spent £169,000, 3 per cent. less than in 1953. 
The value of purchases by visitors from the Rest of the Sterling 
Area (£187,000) fell by 22 per cent. as compared with last year, 
Purchases by visitors from the Rest of the World (£93,000) showed 
an increase of 11 per cent. 

Purchases by emigrants from the United Kingdom, who are also 
entitled to participate in the scheme, were £67,000, a decrease of 
16 per cent. over last year.

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IGURES made available by the Wool Industry Bureau of Statis- 

tics for July indicate a slight fall in consumption of virgin wool, 

but an increase in consumption of other fibres (excluding rayon 
‘consumed in topmaking). Output of tops and worsted yarns showed 
little change ; deliveries of woven fabrics rose by 4 per cent. ‘The 
Bureau’s employment figures showed a further small decrease of 
661. ‘The fall was proportionately about the same in all the five 
principal sections of the industry. 

The following paragraphs deal with the rate of consumption and 
production per working day, and not with the figures as shown in 
the tables, It. is estimated that there were 20 working days in July 
(except in combing where the estimate is 20-5), compared with 20 
in June and 20 in July, 1953 (except combing, 21-5). These estimates 
inclyde an allowance for annual holidays in all sections except combing,

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and are consequently less reliable than usual. 

Consumption of virgin wool and hair in topmaking was about the 
same as in June ; in woollen spinning and felting there was a fall of 
9 per cent. compared with June, but an increase of 4 per cent. in 
consumption of recovered and reprocessed wool. 

Production of tops remained at about the June level but was still 
6 per cent. less than in July 1953. Consumption of tops fell to 9 per 
cent. below the level for June and was slightly less than a year ago, 
but deliveries of worsted yarn improved very slightly to about the 
level of July 1953. There was a marked increase, of 8 per cent., in 
deliveries of handknitting yarn ; carpet and rug yarns remained at 
the June level and were 16 per cent. higher than a year ago ; other

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HE UPWARD TREND of retail sales noticeable in recent 

months has been well maintained in July according to the statistics 

supplied to the Board of Trade by the retail sales panel. For 
non-food merchandise as a whole, striking increases (ranging from 9 
per cent. to 13 per cent.) over July 1953 were recorded by all types 
of retailer. Both clothing and household goods shared these good 
results ; the unseasonable weather does not appear to have had the 
depressing effect on sales of clothing and footwear that was feared ; 
and sales of household goods, which have been buoyant during this 
year, may well have received an impetus in the latter half of the 
month from the removal of hire purchase restrictions in the middle 
of July. 

While retail prices of non-food merchandise in July were about the 
same level as a year ago, the Ministry of Labour Interim Index for 
July showed a rise in food prices which may have accounted, in some 
degree, for the increase of 3 per cent. in the value of food sales 
reported by large scale retailers compared with July 1953. 


Clothing and Footwear 


Large scale retailers experienced rather higher increases compared 
with 1953 for both the monthly and cumulative comparison than did 
the independent retailers. Clothing stocks (reported by large scale 
retailers) fell considerably during July and were only 8 per cent. 
higher than a year earlier. 

All types of retailers reported substantial increases in sales of 
women’s and children’s wear compared with July 1953, but multiple 
shops and co-operative societies were the only outlets to record really 
appreciable increases in the cumulative period compared with a year 
earlier. In the sub-categories reported by some large scale retailers,

The usual seasonal reduction in stocks of women’s and children’s 
wear was reported by large scale retailers in July, leaving stocks about 
4 per cent. higher than at the end of July 1953. 

Large scale retailers also reported striking increases in sales of 
men’s and boys’ wear compared with 1953, but independent retailers 
experienced a much smaller increase. ‘The same pattern was apparent 
in the cumulative results—large scale retailers reported an increase of 
11 per cent. compared with February-July 1953, whereas independent 
retailers recorded an increase of 3 per cent. Reported stocks of 
men’s and boys’ wear were reduced considerably during July, and the 
increase—about 9 per cent.—compared with a year ago was appreciably 
lower than the increase reported at the end of June. 

The increases in sales of footwear compared with July 1953 varied 
considerably according to the type of outlet, department stores 
reporting an increase of 9 per cent., multiples and independents of 
4 and 5 per cent. respectively, and co-operative societies of only 2 per 
cent. The cumulative results, however, were very similar for all outlets, 
and as in June, each type of retailer reported increases compared with 
1953 of 3 to 4 per cent. Stocks of footwear held by large scale 
retailers fell heavily during the month—a much sharper decrease than 
had been the case last year—and were only 9 per cent. higher than 
at the end of July 1953. 


Household Goods 


Sales of household goods appear to have benefited considerably by 
the cessation of hire purchase restrictions on radio and electrical goods 
in mid-July since the increase in sales both for large scale and 
independent retailers compared with the previous month was rather

sharper than the normal seasonal movement. Moreover, it brought 
the July figures for large scale retailers to a level only slightly below 
the peak sales of December 1953. The cumulative sales of household 
goods were also well above 1953 levels, even for independent retailers, 
whose cumulative results have at last exceeded by a substantial margin 
the very striking sales they recorded in this field last year. 

Both large scale and independent retailers recorded very similar 
results in sales of furniture and furnishings compared with 1953 for 
the monthly and cumulative comparisons, the striking increase 
reported for the month bringing the cumulative increases over 1953 
up to 9 per cent. In the sub-categories reported by some large scale 
retailers, by far the best results were obtained in sales of furniture 
and bedding where both monthly and cumulative sales were strikingly 
higher than a year ago. The increases compared with 1953 in the 
other two sub-categories were also substantial, though of a lesser 
order. 

Reported stocks of furniture and furnishings were much the same 
as those reported at the end of July 1953. 

The very high increases recorded in sales of hardware, radio and 
electrical goods seem to have stemmed largely from the somewhat 
exceptional results obtained in sales of radio and electrical goods after 
the removal of hire purchase restrictions. Independent retailers of 
radio and electrical goods showed an increase in sales of about 16 
per cent. as compared with June and a rather larger increase—about 
25 per cent.—as compared with July 1953. Even with these im- 
pressive results, however, their cumulative sales were still some 6 per 
cent. lower than in 1953. Good results continued in sales of hard- 
ware and both monthly and cumulative sales by all retailers were well 
above the 1953 levels. 

Stocks of hardware, radio and electrical goods had, according to 
those large scale retailers reporting stock figures, fallen substantially 
during the month and the increase of 19 per cent. compared with a 
year earlier, although rather high, was much lower than for some 
months. 


Other Non-Food Goods 


Sales of chemists’ goods in July by both large scale and independent 
retailers were considerably higher than a year ago and cumulative 
sales were also appreciably higher than in 1953. In the other mis- 
cellaneous categories sales were maintained at a high level, with large 
scale retailers reporting rather larger increases compared with 1953 
for both the monthly and cumulative periods than did independent 
retailers. 

Reported stocks in all these categories were somewhat higher than 
a year ago, the heaviest increase of 15 per cent. being recorded in 
stocks of sports goods, toys and cycles.

Food and Perishables 


For the first time in many months an increase in the price of food 
compared with a year ago was registered by the Ministry of Labour 
Interim Index of Retail Prices. ‘This must have been largely respon- 
sible for the increase of 3 per cent. reported by large scale retailers in 
the value of sales of food and perishables compared with July 1953. 
An increase of 6 per cent. in sales of groceries and provisions (the 
largest sub-category) compared with a year ago was reported, but the 
cumulative results show only a very slight increase. 

Despite the sharp increases in the price of meat compared with a 
year ago, the value of meat sales reported by large scale retailers was 
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only 5 per cent. higher than a year ago. ‘The experience of multiple 
shops and co-operatives diverged sharply, however, the former 
reporting an increase of 22 per cent. over July 1953, the latter an 
increase of 2 per cent. 

Sales of fish, poultry, ete. were 11 per cent. higher than a year ago, 
which may have been partly due to increased substitution for meat, 
as meat prices rose. 

Sales of sweets and chocolate by large scale retailers were again 
substantially lower than a year ago, and cumulative sales were 
running some 14 per cent. below the 1953 level. 


Notes and Definitions 


(i) The term large retailer denotes department stores, firms 
operating multiple chains with ten or more branches, and retail 
co-operative societies. Independent retailers are shops owned 
individually or which are members of small chains of less than ten 
branches ; they represent specialist shops in certain branches of trade. 

(ii) There may be substantial differences between the types of goods 
sold by large and independent retailers which are recorded in the 
tables against the same headings. Whereas large retailers are asked 
to give details of their sales of specified classes of goods, the indepen- 
dent retailers give their total sales of all types of goods in a single 
figure. Independent retailers were, however, only included in the 
sample if at least two thirds of their turnover consisted of goods 
representative of the trade concerned. 

(iii) The statistics are based on returns made by samples of both 
large and independent retailers. Particulars of the constitution of the 
samples and of the method used in compiling the index numbers 
were given in the Board of Trade Journal for July 5, 1952, and April 4, 
1953. 

(iv) As the figures are based on the values of sales and of stocks, 
they are affected by price movements, including changes due to 
variations in the incidence of purchase tax. 

(v) The period covered by the July 1954 sales was the four weeks 
from July 4 to July 31, 1954: the corresponding period in 1953 
was July 5 to August 1 

(vi) Details of the division of Great Britain into retail trade areas 
were given on page 773 of the Board of Trade Journal of April 14, 
1951. Some large retailers are able to give figures for the country 
as a whole, but not for sales in the various areas ; the value of sales 
unallocated to areas in July was 13 per cent. of the total value of 
reported sales. Consequently the movements in business reported 
for Great Britain by the whole sample of large retailers may differ 
from the average of the movements in the areas even when due weight 
is given to the amount of business done in each area. 

(vii) It is known that sales of footwear are overweighted in the 
sample of large retailers compared with those of other goods, and 
in the absence of data which would enable a more precise proportion 
to be calculated, total footwear figures are divided by two in calculating 
the indices for Great Britain of clothing and footwear combined, non- 
food merchandise and all merchandise. Since, however, some of the 
reporting firms only give a national total, the area figures are not so 
adjusted. 

(viii) Sales of food and perishables in July by the large retailers 
were 56 per cent. of total sales by these firms.

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Seasonal Fall in Wholesale Textile Sales in July 


HE SEASONAL decline in the sales of wholesale textile houses 

continued during July—as had been the case last year the fall 

from the peak level of sales in March was of much the same order 
as in pre-war years. Compared with July 1953 the level of total 
sales showed little change, and sales so far this year have been 
maintained at the same level as in January to July 1953, The stocks 
held by wholesale textile houses rose somewhat during the month— 
a normal seasonal feature—and were 18 per cent. higher than at the 
end of July 1953. 

A slight decrease compared with a year ago was reported in sales 
of women’s, etc. wear, though substantial increases in sales occurred 
in women’s knitted outerwear and stockings and socks. ‘There was 
a fall of 18 per cent. compared with July 1953 in sales of coats, 
costumes, raincoats, etc., and slight decreases (of 2 to 6 per cent.) in 
the other sub-categories. ‘The cumulative figures show that so far 
this year sales have continued at the 1953 level, the only significant 
decreases being reported in sales of coats, costumes, etc., and under- 
wear. Stocks of women’s, etc. wear rose considerably during the 
month and were nearly 16 per cent. higher than a year ago. ‘There was, 
however, a decrease compared with July 1953 of 14 per cent. in stocks 
of women’s coats, etc. 

Sales of men’s and boys’ wear fell considerably during July—a 
somewhat sharper decline than has been the case for some years— 
and were some 6 per cent. lower than a year ago. As in women’s, 
etc. wear the cumulative sales have been maintained at 1953 levels. 
Stocks of men’s and boys’ wear again rose slightly during the month, 
but the increase compared with a year ago declined from 44 per cent. 
at the end of June to 33 per cent. at the end of July. 

Good results in sales of furnishings compared with a year ago have 
been reported almost without exception since May 1953 and sales in 
January—July of this year have been 11 per cent. higher than in 1953. 
Rather higher stocks appear to have been carried in this category this 
year and an increase of 27 per cent. compared with a year ago was 
recorded in July.

Waterproof Drawing Inks 


B.S. 2490 : 1954 is the outcome of extensive investigations, carried 
@ut among large users in the United Kingdom, on the demands for 
waterproof coloured drawing inks, and the qualities considered 
mecessary. Eleven colours, designated BS(DI) colours, were finally 
selected. They are Violet, Prussian Blue, Cobalt Blue, Light Green, 
Dark Green, Yellow, Orange, Vermilion, Scarlet, Carmine and 
Brown. The scope of the specification is limited to water soluble 
dyes. The standard also specifies suitable tests for the definition of 
the qualities considered necessary in a good drawing ink. ‘These 
are: draughting, keeping and erasing qualities, and resistance to 
light and solvents. Waterproof black carbon inks are also included 
in the standard, but only from the point of view of the tests of quality 
enumerated above. Price 3s. 


Refrigerators 

B.S. 2501 : 1954, Manufacture and testing of refrigerating cabinets 
(“ Reach in” type) and B.S. 2502 : 1954, Manufacture and testing 
of sectional cold rooms (‘ Walk in” type), have been prepared 
following a request for the extension of the range of capacity covered 
by existing British Standards for household electrical refrigerators.

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Now is the Time for United Kingdom Exporters to 
Seize Chances in the Gold Coast

HE Gold Coast is a country the size of Great Britain with a 

population of only 44 million, yet with a development plan for 

which funds have been allotted of no less than £81 million and 
a further £21 million for a new township and harbour, making a 
capital investment programme of £102 million. This is some- 
thing hitherto unknown in West Africa. That is why the phrase 
** Now is the time ”’ is used in conversation by engineers, architects, 
planners, builders and traders who are living and working in this land. 
They mean, of course, that for any manufacturers who are anxious 
to increase their exports of all types of goods, now is the time to send 
their representatives to study this promising market and, above all, 
now is the time for the United Kingdom manufacturer to consolidate 
his traditional position in the export market of the Gold Coast, by 
turning his attention in greater detail to this country. 

Politics and climate are factors of primary importance in the 
Gold Coast. Politics, because for the first time an all-African 
Government led by its Prime Minister, Dr. Kwame Nkrumah, is 
on the verge of political independence and is determined to carry 
through this extensive development programme. Climate, because 
the heat and humidity are a governing factor to be studied in the 
preparation, packing and presentation of United Kingdom exports. 


Foreign Trade 


The table below shows the Gold Coast’s foreign trade in the post- 
war years. It is remarkable that in these seven years both imports 
and exports have more than trebled.

The figures readily show that the country’s favourable balance of 
trade has increased from about £5 million in 1947 to over £16 million 
in 1953. 

The main reason for this remarkable prosperity is, of course, the 
high price obtained for her main crop, cocoa. In 1953, 236,634 tons 
valued at £56,143,022 were exported, compared with £52,533,085 
in 1952, Principal exports for 1953 were as follows :—

schemes. Imports of metals, which include all apparatus, tools, 
machinery and vehicles needed for developments, have steadily 
increased from £17-7 million in 1951 to £22-2 million in 1953. 

In 1953 the value of imports from the United Kingdom amounted 
to £40°5 million, approximately 56 per cent. of the total. It should 
be borne in mind, however, that imports from foreign countries 
have increased proportionately, and with the progressive liberation 
of import regulations, there will be increasing competition from 
such countries as Japan, Federal Republic of Germany, The Nether- 
lands, Italy and the United States of America.

Present and Future Opportunities for Exporters 


There are two main classes of export opportunities, namely : 
(a) for the various development schemes previously mentioned ; 
and (b) for consumer goods for the normal everyday life. 

The numerous major development schemes are of such importance 
and present such opportunities to United Kingdom exporters that 
it is proposed to confine the remainder of this article to these plans. 
It is well to bear in mind, however, that expenditure on development 
will tend to increase the opportunities for export of consumer goods 
from Britain by increasing the spending power and standard of 
living of the Gold Coast people. 

The present Development Plan revised up to March 1954 includes 
among its main estimates the following :— 

AGRICULTURE: £3°5 million, of which over one-third is for large-scale 
production schemes. 

COMMERCE AND INbDuUsTRY: £3°4 million, of which approximately 
£2 million is for the building of a new cement factory and for 
other industries to be established locally. 

Ececrricity: £1:7 million, much of which is for new buildings, 
generation and distribution machinery. 

Water Supp.ies: £5-3 million. 

Raitways: £10°6 million, of which £3 million is allocated to the 
building of a new railway from Achiasi to Kotuku. This is 
an essential preliminary to the development of the Gold Coast 
Railways and the possible Volta River Scheme for the produc- 
tion and export of aluminium from the Gold Coast. 

Roaps: £11-7 million, of which nearly £10 million is for the con- 
struction of new roads as well as the improvement of existing 
ones, 

Posts AND 'TELECOMMUNICATIONS: £1°5 million. 

Heattu: £5°3 million, of which £3-9 million is for new hospitals 
and extensions to existing ones. 

HousinG: £5:7 million. 

MILITARY BurLpING PROGRAMME: {£3 million. 

Tora: £81-2 million. 

In addition, there has been created a ‘‘ Reserve Development 
Fund ”’ which will finance the building of the new Tema Harbour 
and Township, 20 miles west of Accia. The Gold Coast lacks 
adequate port facilities on the eastern coastline. The Tema Harbour 
is estimated to cost £10-5 million for Railway and Harbour Construc- 
tion, and work is expected to begin in a short time. At the same time 
the new Township is planned at a total cost of £10 million, spread 
over approximately 10 years. This project is under the control 
of the Tema Development Corporation, a Governmental body set 
up to plan and bring into being this new Town and Harbour, which 
by its nearness to the capital city and its strategic position in relation 
to the Volta River project is likely to grow into the most important 
port in the Gold Coast. 

It may be seen from this programme, therefore, that a considerable 
volume of machinery and tools, as well as building materials and house- 
hold requirements, will be needed to bring this new town into being. 
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The Volta River Project is a multiple development plan which 
includes the following :-— 

(a) The damming of the Volta River and production of hydro- 

electric power. 

(b) The mining of the extensive bauxite deposits in the West. 

(c) The construction of road and rail communication, to transport 

the ore to a smelter to be built near the new dam. 

(d) The transport of the aluminium to the Port of Tema. 

(e) The irrigation of the Accra Plains. 

(f) The distribution of any surplus electric power. 

This project is being investigated by a Special “‘ Volta River 
Preparatory Commission” on behalf of the British Government, 
the Gold Coast Government and aluminium interests. The total 
estimated cost is approximately £125 million. ‘The Commission's 
report is expected towards the end of 1955. 

The building of the Trans-Volta Bridge, with an 800-foot span 
to carry the only main roadway across the Volta River to Togoland 
and neighbouring Eastern countries, is estimated to cost £2 million. 
The site of the bridge is between Ajena and Senchi on the west 
bank of the river, and the present main road will be diverted for a 
total distance of about five miles. Construction is expected to start 
this year, and on completion it will replace the present congested 
Senchi river ferry. 


Establishment of Local Industries 

There are practically no major industries in the country. The 
Gold Coast has set up an Industrial Development Corporation whose 
functions are to investigate, formulate and carry out projects for 
developing suitable industries. ‘Their activities have been guided 
by the publication in June 1953 of a “ Report on Industrialization 
and the Gold Coast’ made to the Government by Professor W. A. 
Lewis, of Manchester University. The Corporation’s plans include 
the establishing of the following industries in the principal urban 
centres and in new industrial estates near other centres :— 

(a) A new laundry in Accra. 

(b) Extension of existing saw mills at Nkawkaw. 

(c) Extension of their own existing machine and workshops which 

produce household and office furniture of a high standard. 

(d) Extension of a brick and tile factory at Weija. 

(e) The building of a hotel in Accra. 

(f) The establishment of a safety match factory. 

(zg) Manufacture of paper and corrugated cardboard. 

(h) Manufacture of plastic moulds. 

(i) Extraction of oil from various oil bearing nuts. 

(j) The production of processed board from saw dust. 

(k) The production of starch and salt. 

(l) A local distillery 


The establishment of other factories which would appear to be 
economically sound and in accordance with the advice contained in 
Professor Lewis's report, is at the moment under active consideration 
It is the intention of the Corporation either wholly to finance these 
industries (and for this purpose funds have been made available to 
them), or to assist overseas business men who contemplate establish- 
ing an industry in the Gold Coast. In this connection the Prime 
Minister, in an important statement in the Legislative Assembly, 
invited foreign capital investment and stressed the following points : 

(a) Government ire to encourage the employment and training 

of Africans in technical and managerial appointments. 

(b) Freedom to transfer profits arising from capital investment or 

to repatriate foreign capital.

There are a few experienced commission agents operating, who 
are already doing this work. 

By appointing stockist agents. ‘This is the most popular 
method and almost all the large trading companies have specialist 
departments with trained staff to sell and service their principals’ 
products. In addition there are a limited number of stockist 
agents who specialize in the sale and service of this type of 
product and have a wide experience of the design and manu- 
facture suitable for the type of country. 


Most manufacturers prefer to adopt either (b) or (c) method. 


It is, however, important to remember that having appointed a 
representative, the manufacturer should take the trouble to visit the 
territory at regular intervals, to see for himself whether his product 
is satisfying the demands of the purchaser. The agents themselves 
welcome such visits, for no written reports can adequately convey the 
need for adjustments and modifications which may be necessary. At 
present there is a tendency for the manufacturer to leave his agent to 
solve these problems on the spot, but this is by no means the ideal 
method. 


From the foregoing it must be obvious, to manufacturers interested 
in providing the multitude of products necessary for these great 
ventures, that export opportunities are great. It cannot be emphasized 
too strongly, however, that an increasing awareness of these oppor- 
tunities is growing in the minds of manufacturers of other nations. 
Therefore it must be reiterated that now is the time to visit and enter 
this market, and to convince the planners of Gold Coast development 
that the United Kingdom is ready and anxious to provide the necessary 
equipment (a) on short delivery periods, (b) at competitive prices, 
and (c) of such high quality that it will withstand the hard wear and 
the tropical humidity to which it will be exposed in the Gold Coast. 
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Pre-Licensing Arrangements for 
Valencia and Barcelona Fairs 


REGULATIONS governing the 1955 Valencia and Barcelona 
Sample Fairs have now been published by the Ministry of Com- 
merce in their Informacion Comercial Espanola of August 19. 

The Valencia Fair will be held from May 1 to 15 and the Barcelona 
Fair from June 1 to 15,1955. In both cases, as in the past, it is practic- 
ally certain that the periods will be extended by a further five days, 
and that the Fairs will close on the 20th of each month. 

Applications for import licences should be presented, in the case 
of the Valencia Fair, between September 1 and November 15, 1954, 
and, in the case of the Barcelona Fair, between September 15 and 
December 15, 1954, to the Registry of the Ministry of Commerce, 
Madrid, or to the Regional Offices of the Ministry in the provinces. 
The usual printed forms should be used. 

Applicants should communicate to the Comisaria General de Ferias, 
Recoletas 10, Madisid, the red numbers which have been allocated to 
their import licence applications. The following data should be 
attached :— 

(a) Documentary proof that applicants are the duly accredited 
agents of the exporters. This should be visaed by the Spanish 
Commercial Diplomatic Office in the country of origin or by the 
Spanish Consular Officer nearest to the domicile of the exporter 
concerned. Should such a document alieady have been 
supplied for this purpose in previous years, it will be sufficient 
to inform the Comisaria General de Ferias in writing that the 
previous appointment has not been revoked. 

Invoices, in Spanish and in triplicate, and bearing the corres- 
ponding red number, in addition to those attached to the 
import licence applications. 

Catalogues of the machinery or goods to be imported and 
exhibited. Should the exhibits incorporate any modifications 
or additions, an explanatory memorandum should be attached. 
The corresponding red number should be clearly shown on both 
catalogues and accompanying memoranda. 

The procedure is the same as for the 1954 Fairs except as regards 

the periods during which applications for import licences should be 
presented. 


Royal Commission on Patents, Copyrights, 


_ Trade Marks & Industrial Designs in Canada 


INFORMATION has been received by the Board of Trade that a 
Canadian Commission of Inquiry has been appointed under the 
authority of Part I of the Inquiries Act, to inquire as to whether 
federal legislation relating in any way to patents of invention, 
industrial designs, copyright and trade marks affords reasonable 
incentives to invention and research, to the development of literary 
and artistic talent, to creativeness, and to making available to the 
Canadian public scientific, technical, literary and artistic creations 
and their applications, adaptations and uses, in a manner and on terms 
adequately safeguarding the paramount public interest, the whole in 
the light of present-day economic conditions, scientific, technical and 
industrial developments, trade practices and any other relevant factors 
or circumstances, including practices under or related to the said 
legislation and any relevant international convention to which Canada 
is a party ; to submit to the Governor in Council a report on its 
findings, with any recommendations that may appear to it advisable 
for changes in the said legislation. 

It is open to any interested bodies in the United Kingdom to 
submit, for the consideration of the Commission, any briefs or other 
observations relevant to its terms of reference as set out above. 

All such briefs and observations should be addressed to the Secretary 
of the Commission, Mr. A. M. Laidlaw, 541 Sussex Street, Earnscliffe, 
Ottawa in time to reach him not later than October 15 next. 


United States Visas for Visitors to Canada 


IT is not normally possible for a United Kingdom national to obtain 
a United States visa in Canada without some delay. United King- 
dom businessmen visiting Canada who are likely to want to go on 
to the United States are therefore advised to obtain a United States 
visa before they leave the United Kingdom.

National Exhibition

N A magnificent setting, under clear blue skies, Her Royal Highness

Exhibition at Exhibition Park, Toronto, on August 27. Speaking from 
the shell-shaped bandstand, with the band of Her Majesty’s Irish 
Guards in attendance, the Duchess paid tribute to the hospitality, 
the enterprise and the loyalty of the Canadian people. 

** Still primarily an agricultural country at the end of the first war,” 
she said, ‘‘ the products of your factories had, by 1943, far outstripped 
in value those of your fields. ‘The City of Toronto, as a centre of 
industry and commerce, has taken a leading and an active part in 
these great developments ; your factories, laboratories and offices 
have made, and continue to make, a contribution of immense im- 
portance to the national economy. And the vision which inspired 
your predecessors, over half a century ago, to launch the first of a 
long series of great Exhibitions, has ensured that the world may have 
the finest possible opportunity of seeing the best that Toronto, and 
Canada, can produce. 

“‘ Very naturally, the people of Britain watch with great interest the 
efforts made here to develop trade between our two countries. The 
British section provides an opportunity for the United Kingdom to

bring to the notice of the Canadian public the quality of Britich 
craftsmanship, which has stood the test of so many years past. The 
great Exhibition grounds, with all the wealth of manufactures they 
display, constitute a perfect meeting place for buyers and manu- 
facturers from all over the world. The Canadian National Exhibition 
can indeed be regarded as a measure of the progress of Canada over 
a period of many years, and the confidence of Canadians in their 
country’s great future is shared by people in many lands and, aat 
least, by their fellow citizens in the British Commonwealth.” 


Record Attendances 


Canada On the March—a salute to the new Canada, is the theme 
of this year’s exhibition which closes to-day. Each day, with the 
exception of Opening Day, Warrior’s Day, Labour Day and Children’s 
Day, the Exhibition has paid tribute to one of the ten Provinces. ‘The 
long hoped for three million attendance seemed assured after the 
record breaking crowds of 130,000 and 296,000 on. the first two days. 
Even subsequent wet weather did not prevent increases over last year, 
an indication, if one were needed, of the buoyancy of the Canadian 
economy. Although many of the shows it contains, such as the 
Business Equipment Exhibition, are of a serious character, the 
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exhibition is staged in a gay carnival spirit. ‘Thousands of cars take 

up every available spot around the perimeter of the 350 acre park and 
bring whole families for a day of sight-seeing and enjoyment. It is 
really a collection of exhibitions combined with sporting events, 
fashion shows, musical competitions, speed boat trials, horse and 
cattle shows, and a variety performance in the 25,000 seat grand- 
stand. Of particular interest this year are the Coronation Robes 
and Regalia loaned through the courtesy of the National Gallery 
of Canada in the course of their world-wide tour. 


British Section 


The British Section, first to be inspected by the Royal visitors 
after the opening ceremony, has been exceptionally well patronized. 
In arranging publicity for this section the Trade Commissioner has 
received strong support from the British Commonwealth Branch of 
the Toronto Board of Trade. ‘The United Kingdom firms taking 
part include manufacturers of such a diversified range as artists’ 
materials, bicycles, chocolates and confectionery, domestic appliances, 
giftwares, jams and marmalades, kitchen utensils, knitwear, linens, 
perfumery, pharmaceuticals, polishes, office supplies, sewing machines, 
textiles and toys. On an island site in the central hall of the building, 
flanked by Australia, the Bahamas and India, ‘‘ Modern U.K.”, 
sponsored by the Board of Trade has been the centre of attraction. 
The exhibit, which follows last year’s successful display, houses over 
500 items provided by 270 British firms in twenty different categories 
of consumer goods. 

All of the goods have again been chosen by the Council of Industrial 
Design assisted by leading Canadian buyers. ‘The purpose of staging 
this prestige show of modern design is not to turn attention away 
from distingished traditional British products but to draw attention 
to the trut! that in a world of fast changing tastes, Britain has many 
good new things to offer and that “ modern living ” is no monopoly 
of North America. The intention is to supplement, not to supplant 
our traditional exports. 

The “ Modern U.K.” stand occupies 1,850 square feet and takes 
the form of a raised hall 50 feet by 20 feet interior, reached from a 
main front entrance or four side entrances. The inside area is 
divided off into three 9 feet by 9 feet display wells used to portray 
living room, kitchen and dining room motifs, with an aisle running 
all around. A display of fabrics is framed at the end and on the side 
walls are sunken panels containing chinaware, cutlery and glass. A 
selection of carpet samples hangs in the four corners. The outside 
walls of the stand are used to make up shop window displays of 

goods, travel goods, toys, and men’s and women’s accessories. 
Furniture and furnishing fabrics are shown in the large window space 
at the end. 


Interest in Kitchen Equipment 


Interest has centred chiefly around the kitchen equipment, es- 
ially a food storage cabinet and a smaller type flat top refrigerator. 
saving dining room furniture has also been very well received. 


Examples of the “‘ new look ” in pottery have excited much favourable 
comment and there have been a number of inquiries about the 
cutlery. A child’s typewriter is causing a stir, and amongst the 
sports goods interest is being shown in bows and arrows (evidencing 
the growing popularity of archery) and trout flies. Most of the 
women’s accessories, especially shoes, knitwear and umbrellas are 
being admired, but curiously enough public interest in the travel 
goods, apart from a picnic basket, has been slight and it is difficult 
to assess the value of the textile display. 

Many of the visitors seem genuinely pleased and surprised to find 
that products of such up-to-date design exist in Great Britain. ‘There 
és obviously an awakening to the fact that British manufacturers today 
are catering to the needs of modern living and it is satisfying to note 
that important merchandising executives are paying special attention 
to the display.

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Sao Paulo’s Fourth Centenary 
Exhibition and Fair 


(From the Commercial Department, H.M. Embassy, Rio de 
Janeiro) 


HE Sao Paulo Exhibition, inaugurated recently by the State 
Governor, Senhor Lucas Garcez, is the major attraction in an 
ambitious programme of international and national events to celebrate 
the Fourth Centenary of the founding in 1554 of the frontier post of 
Sao Paulo do Ypiranga, and to put this Brazilian State and city more 
squarely on the world map. The exhibition will remain open until 
January 25. Some 900,000 people visited it on its first two days. 
The buildings, gardens and artificial lakes of the exhibition cover 
several square miles in the Ibirapuera Park. The outstanding features 
are the Palace of Nations, housing exhibits from foreign Govern- 
ments ; the Palace of (Sao Paulo) Industry ; the Palace of (Brazilian) 
States ; the Palace of Agriculture ; and pavilions erected by the 
States of Rio Grande do Sul and Minas Gerais and by a large number 
of the biggest companies operating in Brazil. Within the exhibition, 
and forming a most important part of it, will be Sao Paulo’s first 
International Trade Fair, running from October 12 to November 28. 
Here several hundred foreign firms will have their own stands. 

The Palace of Nations is a fine glass and concrete building, gracefully 
raised on the concrete pylons which Brazilian architects employ so 
often to emphasise the concepts of space and airiness. It contains 
stands put up by 31 foreign governments. The larger countries, such 
as the United States, United Kingdom, Italy and Japan, have each 
taken 200 sq. metres of space, while the smaller—Denmark and 
Austria, for example—have half that amount. The various stands 
generally attempt to combine aesthetic pleasure with business appeal, 
in an artistic display of outstanding industrial achievements by the 
countries they represent. 


United Kingdom}Government_Exhibits 


The United Kingdom Government has a stand specially designed 
by the Exhibitions and Fairs Branch of the Board of Trade and con- 
structed in Sao Paulo. By means of models, panels, dioramas and 
photographs it illustrates many modern developments in the British 
transport, engineering and aircraft industries. It lays particular 
emphasis on British aircraft design and construction. This is brought 
out by a series of panels telling the story of British aviation during 
the last fifty years. Among the models of aircraft are those of the 
Canberra and Victor. 

Four R.A.F. Canberras visited Brazil in December 1952 when on 
the R.A.F. goodwill mission to the Latin-American Republics. There 
are also impressive large-scale photos of the Viscount, the Comet III 
(Comet II’s are on order for the Panair do Brasil airline) and a twin- 
engine, twin rotored British helicopter. 

Another feature that is proving of great interest is a sectioned 
sleeve-valve, air-cooled, radial piston Hercules engine, electrically 
driven for demonstration purposes. This engine will power French- 
manufactured aircraft which are on order for the Aerovias do Brasil 
airline. 

Elsewhere on the stand are exhibited a well-known British bicycle ; 
models of the liner Andes ; a London Transport double-decker bus ; 
an Olympic 44-seat chassis-less bus; and a British 3,000-h.p., 3,000- 
volt D.C. locomotive, one of the same type as the 15 under delivery 
for the Santos a Jundiai railway. The carpet for the stand has been 
supplied by the Federation of British Carpet Manufacturers. 

A 15-page leaflet, in Portuguese, is available on the stand, des- 
cribing in some detail the models, dioramas and photographs exhibited 
and, when the International Trade Fair opens in October, there will 
also be available a list of the British firms exhibiting goods at that Fair. 
In this way the United Kingdom Government stand has been designed 
to support British commerce and industrial enterprise in Brazil, as 
well as to appeal to visitors. 


Local Industry and Foreign Subsidiaries 


A walk through the Palace of Industry, a reinforced concrete and 
glass building of four storeys, gives the visitor a vivid impression 
of the diversity and scope of Sao Paulo’s industries to-day. Here and 
in the Green Pavilion nearby some 700 local firms have arranged 
exhibits. Foremost among them are the well-known companies of 
Sao Paulo’s leading industry—textiles—and the metallurgical firms 
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of two local combines. There is also a wide range of exhibits from the 
food and drink, engineering, chemical and pharmaceutical industries. 

Among the pavilions and stands erected by private enterprise are 
those of firms, familiar in the United Kingdom, whose Brazilian 
subsidiaries have made their names almost as well-known in Sao 
Paulo. A great petroleum combine, for instance, tells the story of oil 
in a series of photographs and models, including the experimental 
gas turbine engine produced by a motor company at Solihull. There 
is also a display of agricultural machinery designed by a famous 
United Kingdom firm and manufactured by their subsidiaries in the 
United States and France. 


International Trade Fair 


The International Trade Fair at this exhibirion will be housed in a 
pavilion covering 20,000 sq. metres. Bookings for floor space, and 
the allocation of exchange cover for goods to be exhibited at the Fair 
and afterwards sold in Brazil, closed on May 31. The Fourth Cen- 
tenary authorities have been able to obtain a foreign exchange alloca- 
tion of United States $6 million, or its equivalent in other currencies, 
to eover the goods imported from abroad for exhibit and eventual sale 
by foreign firms or their Brazilian agents. The share of exchange 
allocated to the 40-odd United Kingdom firms exhibiting either on 
their own account or through their local representatives will be some 
£153,000. Among the United Kingdom exhibits will be machines 
for use in light industry, measuring and scientific instruments, diesel 
generating sets, tractors, road-making equipment, grinding machinery 
and stationary diesel engines. No consumer goods will be on 
exhibition and there will be few products similar to those already 
manufactured in Brazil. (It is hoped to publish an article in this 
Journal dealing more fully with the British and other exhibits at the 
International Trade Fair after it has opened.) 


Sao Paulo and Brazil as Markets for British Goods 


The city of Sao Paulo, with a population of over two-and-a-half 
million people and the proud boast of being the fastest-growing city 
in the world, forms the largest industrial complex in South America, 
while the 10 million inhabitants of the state of Sao Paulo are the largest 
producers, and the largest consumers, in Brazil. In agriculture, Sao 
Paulo exports mainly coffee and cotton which go to the United States, 
United Kingdom, Western Europe and Japan, while her industrial 
products at present are distributed only within the internal Brazilian 
market. As a consumer, Sao Paulo can undoubtedly absorb consider- 
able quantities of foreign-manufactured goods from the whole range 
of the engineering field. ‘The market, though its potentialities are 
great, is at present limited by the comparative lack of sterling available 
for imports from the United Kingdom, but during this summer the 
situation has shown signs of improvement. Some £800,000 are now 
being sold each month to Brazilian importers under a system of auctions 
for exchange to import goods classified under five categories. Whether 
the present amount of exchange for purchases from the United King- 
dom can be increased depends on the amount of sterling Brazil 
(which remains committed to a fairly rigid bi-lateral trading system) 
can earn by exports to the sterling area. The new export regulations 
introduced in August may help to increase sterling earnings and future 
prospects should be judged not only in the light of present limitations. 
It should be noted that the Brazilian import market for such consumer 
goods as textiles, hardware, leather goods, foodstuffs and china is 
subject to increasing competition from local manufacture, and that 
many foreign manufacturers are now setting up assembly and manu- 
facturing plants in Brazil in order to overcome import restrictions. 
On the other hand, the market for machinery, industrial supplies, 
instruments, electrical and electronic equipment, aircraft, engineering 
goods, etc., offers considerable future promise. Good local agents, 
imaginative credit terms and, wherever possible, personal contact, 
are generally required for business success in Brazil. 
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U.N. Commission Find Economic 
“ Pause ” in Latin America 


A YEAR of pause in the post-war expansion of Latin-American 

economies is reviewed exhaustively in the annual survey by the 
Secretariat of the United Nations Economic Commission for Latin 
America. The survey appears in printed form for the first time, and 
is enlarged by its treatment of subjects not previously included. 
There is a new chapter on monetary problems, for instance, and the 
study of mining production has been extended to deal with coal and 
sulphur because of “ the growing interest in these commodities for 
the economies of many countries in Latin America.” The examina- 
tion of tendencies in the gross product, consumption and investment 
of the region is continued from the Commission’s last report, covers a 
larger number of countries, and has been widened in scope. 

The survey is so extensive, and so replete with tabulated statistics 
and charts, that no adequate summary of it is possible here. Two 
of its findings merit special attention, however, because of their 
significance for United Kingdom trade. 

The first emphasizes the vital importance to Latin-American 
countries of the export prices of their raw materials. The survey 
shows how very largely their general economies, and therefore their 
capacity to import, may depend on the price of a single major material 
which they produce, e.g. Venezuela’s oil, Bolivia’s tin, Colombia’s 
coffee, Chile’s copper. 

The second is the decrease in the region’s imports during 1953. 
“Remittances of profits and interest plus the outflow of capital 
exceeded the capital inflow, so that the capacity to import was some- 
what lower than the real value of exports, but was the highest during 
the post-war period with the exception of 1951. Actual imports, 
however, were 14 per cent. less than the capacity to import. This 
disparity was the result of the policy aimed at safeguarding gold and 
foreign exchange reserves and of the substantial repayments of short- 
term credit, the highest in the past eight years.” 


How Imports from Europe Vary 


In 1953 the aggregate quantum of imports for the whole region 
was 13 per cent. lower than in 1952. The only exceptions to an over- 
all decline were Peru, Ecuador, Colombia and some Central American 
countries: the rest of Latin America was undergoing a period 
of new restriction, which was severest in Argentina. The United 
States continued to be the region’s principal supplier, but imports 
from the United States fell about 20 per cent. by current value and 
somewhat less, perhaps, by volume. In contrast with this and Euro- 
pean experience of the same market, Japan improved her absolute 
and relative position; and among European suppliers France, 
Italy, Western Germany and Switzerland were more fortunate than 
Belgium, the Netherlands, Sweden and, particularly, the United 
Kingdom. The survey comments: ‘“‘ From the first place it occupied 
in 1951 [among European sources] the United Kingdom now ranks 
second to Western Germany, a country which has recovered a large 
proportion of its pre-war markets in Latin America. The factors 


causing these changes vary considerably, but the most significant 
appears to have been the provision of credit facilities. With prospects 
of losing ground, and faced by the slackness of Latin-American 
demand, several European countries resorted to a wider use of 
credit, as well as to an extension of the period for repayment.” 

The survey also notes a change in the composition of imports. 
Fuels again went up, though by less than in previous years, but 
consumer goods deciined by 9°6 per cent., raw materials by 15-9 per 
cent., and capital goods by 21 per cent. In each of the last two 
categories Argentina registered much the sharpest decrease—by 
43 per cent. and 40 per cent. respectively.

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Effect of United States Customs Simplification Act, 1954 


(From H.M. Embassy in Washington) 


N September 1, 1954, the President of the United States signed 

the Customs Simplification Act of 1954. The Act takes a step 

further the simplification process initiated by the Customs 
Simplification Act of 1953, a note on which appeared in the Board 
of Trade Journal of September 5, 1953 (page 480). Its main feature 
is that it provides for a study by the United States Tariff Commission 
of the classification of imported articles, a point which was not 
covered by the earlier Act. It does not, however, make any changes 
in respect of the valuation of goods for Customs purposes. A separate 
bill intended to eliminate valuation on the basis of foreign domestic 
value was not passed by Congress. 


Classification Revisions to be Considered 


Under the 1954 Act the Tariff Commission is to suggest classifica- 
tion revisions designed to ensure logical arrangement of the schedules, 
adaption to changes which have occurred since 1930 in the character 
and importance of articles imported into the United States, the 
elimination of anomalies, and easier determination of the application 
of tariff classifications. ‘The Commission is to try to accomplish 
these purposes without suggesting changes in rates of duty. Where, 
however, rate changes are suggested, an opportunity must first be 
given for a public hearing, and a statement of the probable effect 
on domestic industry must be made. A preliminary report is to be 
submitted by March 15, 1955, and a final report within a period of 
two years. Although this review is unlikely to result in changes in 
tariff rates except in special circumstances, it should eventually result 
in the removal of existing anomalies in the classification of goods 
for Customs purposes and should enable United Kingdom exporters 
to determine more easily the rate of duty which is likely to be applic- 
able to their goods. No changes will, however, be made until the 
United States Congress have prescribed the standards and procedure 
for putting the Tariff Commission’s recommendations into effect. 


Immediate Changes 


The remaining provisions of the Act effect minor changes in existing 
legislation and will enter into force without any further examination. 
The principal points contained are :— 


(a) Classification of Unenumerated Articles. 

Articles not specifically enumerated in the schedules of the 1930 
Tariff Act are at present provided for under paragraph 1558 of the 
Act which sets certain ad valorem rates. An important exception 
to this paragraph is, however, contamed in paragraph 1559 which 
authorises the classification of unenumerated articles on the basis of 
similitude either in material, quality, texture or use, and also provides 
for classification of unenumerated articles manufactured of two or 
more materials at the rate which would be chargeable if the article 
were wholly composed of the component material of chief value. 
The 1954 Classification Act provides for unenumerated articles to 
be charged with duty at the rate applicable to the enumerated article 


which they most resemble in respect of the use to which they may be 
applied. If an article is equally similar in use to two or more enumer- 
ated articles it will be classified at the rate applicable to the one which 
it most resembles in terms of material. The effect of these provisions 
will be to prevent the often anomalous classification which has hitherto 
occurred when an unenumerated article contained an insignificant 
element of a material of high value, which caused the whole product 
to be dutiable at the rate applicable to this element. 


(b) Amendments to the Anti-dumping Act, 1921. 

(i) Under previous law anti-dumping duties could be imposed 
retroactively on unappraised imports, whether or not appraisal had 
been held up because of an anti-dumping investigation. This feature 
is now corrected and anti-dumping duty is applicable only to un- 
appraised entries which had been entered within 120 days before the 
question of dumping was first raised by or presented to the Secretary 
of the Treasury. 

(ii) The determination whether or not domestic interests have 
suffered injury in connection with dumping will in future be carried 
out by the United States Tariff Commission instead of by the Treasury 
and a decision must be reached within three months from the time 
when the Secretary of the Treasury rules that a dumping price 
exists. 


(c) Other Provisions. 
The Act also contains a number of minor provisions relating to :— 
(i) Re-importation into the United States of metal articles sent 
abroad for processing. 
(ii) Importations from United States insular possessions. 
(iii) Customs clearance of undocumented pleasure vessels. 
(iv) Penalties for smuggling. 
(v) Provision of Customs services at night, on Sunday or on a 
holiday. 
(vi) Authority for boarding vessels and vehicles. 
(vii) Storage and forfeiture of seized property.

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Burmese Importers and Exporters 
Registration Order 


"THE Burmese Ministry of Commerce have now issued the first 

list of Co-operative Societies, Public Limited Companies and 
Private Limited Companies which have been registered as importers 
under the Registration (Importers and Exporters) Order, 1954, 
announced in the Board of Trade Journal on August 21. It is under- 
stood that further lists will be published from time to time. 


Traders may find it useful to know that a circular issued by the 
Union Bank of Burma says: ‘‘ Generally speaking, it can be assumed 
that an importer who holds an import licence has already been 
registered as an importer by the Import Licensing Board.” By the 
terms of Art. 5 (2) of the Registration (Importers and Exporters) 
Order, 1954, firms registered by the Import Licensing Board may 
be deemed to have been registered under the new Order, pending 
the submission of certain additional information.

New Visa Regulations in Colombia 


UNITED KINGDOM business men visiting Colombia are advised 

to apply for a “visa temporal’”’ if they ate staying for less than 30 
days. By Decree No. 2240 of July 23, 1954 a visitor holding a 
“visa temporal” will now be required only to report on arrival to the 
Foreigners’ Section of the Colombian Intelligence Service (Police) 
and will not be required to register, nor to obtain a foreigner’s identity 
card. 


In the event of a visitor having declared that his stay would not 
exceed 30 days and being compelled to prolong his visit beyond that 
time, he must report to the Foreigners’ Section to complete the 
formalities of registration and the issue of the foreigner’s identity card. 
Transit visas, which are valid for a stay of 15 days only, cannot be 
extended in this way. 


Correct Addressing of Correspondence to 
British Consulate-General, Haifa, Israel 


THE British Consulate-General, Haifa, Israel point out that they not 
infrequently receive correspondence from United Kingdom exporters 
incorrectly addressed, e.g. “Haifa, Palestine’ or “Haifa, Egypt.’ 
To avoid delay in attending to their letters exporters should note that

W. Germany and Belgo-Luxembourg 
Economic Union 


NEW Trade Agreement was signed in Bonn on August 9 between 
the Federal Republic of Germany and the Belgo-Luxembourg 
Economic Union and published in the German Federal Gazette on 
August17. It covers the period from July 1, 1954, until June 30, 1955. 
The Agreement is a continuation, without major changes, of the 
1953 Agreement which expired on March 31 this year, and was 
extended to June 30, 1954. 

Imports from Western Germany into the B.L.E.U. remain virtually 
unrestricted with the exception of cattle, pigs, horses, grain seed, 
hops, bottles, and cut flowers, for which quotas have been established, 
and of the global quotas which include motor cars. 

Quotas for imports from the B.L.E.U. into Western Germany in 
the non-liberalized sector have been fixed for a number of com- 
modities including various agricultural products, live pigs, scutched 
flax and flax tow, flax yarn, bleached palm oil, leather, azaleas and 
plants, apples and pears, cauliflower, zinc, silver, platinum, and 
stockings. Non-free list commodities for which no quotas have been 
fixed in the Agreement and which are not covered by global quotas 
can, with the exception of certain foodstuffs, be imported into Western 
Germany from the B.L.E.U. up to an amount of DM. 200 million.

Chile and Italy 


A COMMERCIAL Agreement between Chile and Italy was signed 

in Santiago on April 29, 1954. It will come into force upon 
ratification in both countries, and will remain valid for one year 
subject to renewal for similar periods unless expressly denounced 
by either party. It became operative provisionally from the date of 
signature insofar as the respective laws of each country permit. 

The Agreement envisages an exchange of goods to a value of 
U.S.$10 million in each direction. Italy will supply a fairly wide 
range of goods including electrical and industrial machinery, motor 
vehicles and land and maritime transport equipment. Chilean exports 
will include mining, agricultural, vegetable and forestry products.

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Peru Limits Imports of Cars 


and Commercial Vehicles 
ER MAJESTY’S EMBASSY at Lima reports that the total 


number of motor vehicles, both commercial and private, which 
may be imported into Peru between August 13, 1954, and August 13, 
1955, is to be limited to the total number of commercial vehicles 
which were imported during 1953. This quota does not affect orders 
by Peruvian Government bodies ; in addition, fire engines, am- 
bulances and complete buses (i.e. not chassis only) may enter Peru 
freely. 

The Peruvian Importers Association has been entrusted with the 
task of allocating the quota among its members on the basis of their 
total imports of motor vehicles during 1953. These allocations must 
then be submitted to the Peruvian Ministry of Finance for approval. 
Any importer who is not a member of the Importers’ Association 
must apply direct to the Ministry for permission to import.
